written by the Marquis of l.ansdowne, w as read at a conference with 


his supporters today. His latest utterance proposes no new policy. It 


consists largely of criticism ot the allies for their failure to state their 


war aims more specifically and urges them to take advantage of am 


opportunity for discussion of peace terms and war aims. 


The chief importance of Lansdowne’s letter is that he is the 


first British statesman of tirst rank who is listed in his own country 


and abroad whether justly or not, as a pacifist and his words will be 


given the greatest publicity in the countries of the Central powers 


where it w ill be insisted he represents the sentiment of the great body 


of the English people. 


The new Lansdowne letter has been apathetically received in 


political circles. The general preliminary opinion is well summari sed 


in the comment of one member of the house ot commons, who says: 


“ The letter is simply an elongation of l.andowne’s previous pro­ 


nouncement but it is an elongation leading nowhere.’’

Of the milk produced in the I 
United States, 40 per cent is now j 
used as fluid milk; 40 per cent f 
goes into the making of batter, | 
and the other 20 per cent into | 
the making of condensed milk, 
cheese, ice cream and so forth. 
The condensing facilities of 
the country, owing to the for­ 
eign demands, have more than 
doubled in the past two years. 
While this is a desirable result, $ 
unionunately, at the pres nt 
time, the allocation of shipping 
for export give® to this produc­ 
tion is only about one-third the 
manufacturing capacity. The ex­ 
ports 1 st year jumped 100,000,- 
000 pounds, reaching a total of 
259,000,000 pounds. 
Figures recently obtained by 
the United States department of 
agriculture show an increase of 
390,000 head in al! milk cows of 
the country ip the last year. 
While the increase is small, the 
fact that there was any increase! 
at all is taken as a very helpful
